As delegation of lawyérs, merchants, and 
notables of Alexandria prevailed on the Gover- 
nor to order the withdrawal of the police and 
troops, giving an undertaking that there would 
be no demonstrations or d rs, Neve 

less, at noon to-day, after a Service ut t 


Mosqne, a procession wae formed of the. oan 


ters of Minitel Basal, which was joined by the 
local eab-drivers, who struck this morning in 
sympathy, and by several thousand natives. 
The protession marched to the European quar- 
ter in a perfeetly orderly manner, with the 
usual cries. An army ambulance, the driver 
of which, it is believed, was an Egyptian, 
dashed into the procession shortly before two 
o'clock, killing one and wounding five per- 
sons. The pent-up passions of the demonstra- 
tors immediately broke loose, and looting be- 
came general doce the whole line of march. 
Owing to the pledge of the notables neither the 
police nor the military were there to keep 
order, and the demonstrators, therefore, had 
things all their, own way for over an hour, 
when they dispersed with their plunder. There 
Were disorders rs in other parts of the town, 
notably at Ras el Tin, where many shots wore

Reuter’s Agency learns that, according to a 
telegram from Warsaw, M. Lewicki, Ukrainian 
Minister for Foreign Affairs, has arrived there

At the same 
time, a Lett deputation has been received by 
the Polish President. The delegation urged that 
Poland should come to the rescue of Leitland, 
whose independence is being seriously menaced 
by the Germans.

HOLDING UP PRODUCTION. 

A Reuter’s New York telegram, dated Monday, 
states :--Adwicos from. all the coalfields indi- 
cate that, notwithstanding the absence of their 
leaders, who are unable to take part in the 
strike owing to the injunction prohibiting them 
from doing eo, the miners are prepared to-day 
to make an effort to demonstrate their ability to 
hold up production throughout the country. 
The mineowners at present have made no plane 
to combat the strike, in spite of the fact that 
troops have been sent to various pointe where 
they could guard the mines in the event of 
the strikers attempting to prevent non-unioniste 
from working. On the other hand, there have 
been no reports of picketing activity on the 
part of the etrikers. The seisure of coa] in 
transit has begun, and hundreds of truck loads 
have been taken over on behalf of the Fuel 
Administration, and side-tracked to await pos- 
sible distribution under the Administration's 
priority schedule It is still impossible to ascer- 
tain the actual number of men on strike, which 
will not be known until the roll-call is taken to- 
day. 

Telegraphing on Monday from Washington, 
Reuter's Correspondent says :—Continued pres- 
sure ia being exerted on the officials of the 
United Mineworkers to call off the strike. A 
definite assurance is said to have been given 
to the Union officials that President Wilson 
and the Attorney-General, Mr. Palmer, are 
ready to attempt an adjustment of the contro 
versy as soon as the strike order is rescinded.

The Lord Mayor said that deputations were 
waiting to be héard by the Corporation.

CHRISTIANITY AND THE 
MODERN MAN.

MEETING OF TRINITY COLLEGE 
.THEOLOGICAL SOCIETY. 

The opening meeting of the eighty-ninth ses- 
sion of the Trinity College Theological Society 
was held in the Dining Hall, Trinity College, 
Dublin, last might, the Rev. A. H. MecNeile, 
D.D., Regius Professor of Divinity, in the chair. 

The Chairman presented the medals and certi- 
ficates for the past session as follows :— 

Oratory.—Silver medal, J. K. Beatty, B.A.;

THE AUDITOR'S ADDRESS. 

Mr. J. K. Beattie, B.A., the Auditor, in the 
course of his address, said that the last session 
was, perhaps, the most critical in the history of 
the Society, and it was in the main due to the 
energy and devotion of the outgoing Auditor, 
the Rev. B. W. Moran, that this crisis was suc- 
eossfully weathered, They recalled the cordial 
feelings with which they had welcomed during 
the year the appointment of the Archbishop of 
Dublin as Provost. The return to the College 
of the Most Rev. Dr. Bernard, who was so long 
and so closely connected with the Divinity 
School, was a happy augury for the future of 
their Society. (Applause.) It was with the 
greatest pleasure that they congratulated Dr. 
D’Arcy on his appoistment to the Archbishopric 
of Dublin. (Applause.) They were fortunate 
in having as their President the. Rev. Dr. 
M'Neile, who, simce he came to the College as 
Regius Professor of Divinity, had taken the 
greatest interest in the Society, and belped 


greatly to keep life in it during critical times. 
Proceeding with his address on “ Christianity 
and the Modern Man,” the lecturer said that 
the late war, which had brought such revolw | 
tionary changes into the life of every country, | 
had, quite naturally, caused considerable dis- | 
turbance in religious thought also, Religion was | 
always conservative, and dreaded anything like 
revolutionary change. When a great outbreak 
of evil in some world disturbance made men 
feel thaí the mission of the Christian Church 
was still so very far from being a¢complished 
they began anxiously to question themselves as 
to what elements of necessary truth had been 
lost to sight so that religion should have Jost | 
iis ancient power. Such had been apparently | 
the experience of many Army chaplains during | 
the war, and now others through them were | 
having the same experience. The immediate | 
cause of the shock had been the discovery that | 


g- mass 
of men in the hation. When thinking of the 
Church's lost influence they should remember 
that in these days the immense spread of edu- 
cation and the economic stress of the times had 
combined to make men very critical. Men 
were not content now to live on a mere philo- 
sophy of life. When they applied this popular 
canon of criticism to the Church some might 
say that it was only a natural product of the 
grows materialism of the times; but they should 
remember that the popular emphasis in the 
sense -of social welfare had much 
in the life and teaching of 
Our Lord MHimeelf, His teaching was 
for this life also as well as for 
men’s salvation in the life which is to come. 
The ordinary uninterested man might probebly 
say that the Church was a body of people who 
met to worship a God whom they believed to 
be moral and just and all powerful, and whose 
commands of righteousness they believed them- 
selves bound to obey. 


THE TWO MAIN OBJECTIONS. 
On the basis of some such idea the two main 
objections to Christianity which many chaplains 
had marked as fundamental in both soldier and 


material

civilian were such as arose very naturally. The 
first objection centred round the belief that 
Church people were. inconsistent in their pro- 
fession, 4nd that the Church as a whole did 
not actually stand for what it professed in 
theory. The second objection was that in any 
case the Church's belief as to God, did not 
appear to fit, the facts Of experienes, sd that 
the whole system was founded off an idea which 
was not téue. This had been, he believed, 
the astonishing point of view of many socidiers 
in the field. The amount of harm done to the 
cause of Christ by men who were prominent 
in church on Sunday and “sharp” in their 
business practices during the rest of the week 
was great. When the professing Christian 
actually ran counter to what his Master taught 
the whole Church stood condemned in one man. 
But the complaint was aggravated when the 
Church showed no more consistency than ite 
professing members, and undoubtedly that it 
did not do so was the opinion of the great 
mass of those who remained outside the Church 
to«<lay. The second belief had almost been 
forced upon many soldiers by the indescribable 
experiences of the late war. - The soldier's 
difficulty arose out of the obvious fact that God 
could never have deliberately “ willed” such a 
ghastly war. The Church must sccordingly 
offer some explanation, and set forth a more 
philosophic view of God's being and attributes. 
Tt was because the Church was so inefficient 
and half-hearted that men would not listen. 
It was the oninion of their opponents that 
Christians showed very little readiness to obey 
Christ’s command that he who had two coats 
should impart to him that had none. If they 
were to make men fellow-workers with God 
they should have to show them that Christ was 
the leader of all manly men, Himself the most 
manly of men, and the most truly virile. 


VEN. H. GRESFORD-JONES. 

The Ven. H. GresfordJones, M.A., Arch- 
deacon of Sheffield, proposed that the best 
thanks of the Society were due, and te ten- 
dered, to the Auditor for his address. le re 
ferred to the debt that was due to this country 
for ber part in the spread of Christianity, and 
hoped that she would come to something com- 
mensurate with the prayers for her welfare and 
unity and just and rightful place in the great 
Imperial scheme of the Empire. The Auditor, 
he proceeded, had taken them to the heart of 
the modern situation, and he thought that they 
should congratulate him, not only upon his 
paper, but also upon the way in which he had 
fearlessly gone into the very heart of the 
trouble, and the very earnest and reverent con- 
viction with which he saw that Christianity 
must triumph in theend. The modern man was 
quick to discern the difficulties and the weak- 
nesses in the Christian scheme, and it was ouly 
reasonable to anticipate that in their observa- 
tions and cxperience of that scheme there should 
be difficulties. With regard to the weaknesses 
with which the auditor had dealt so faithfully, 
there were none who felt them or deplored 
them so much as the elergy themselves. The 
modern man was proving the clergy, and not. 
evading them: the modern man was pointing 
the standards which Christians ought to reach. 
and he realised that Christianity was a possible 
thing, and that the Christian ought to be living 
up to it much mote than he was doing. It 
was this modern man that it was the clergy's 
duty to win in their time. 


CANON ROSS. 


Canon A. E. Ross, M.C., B.D., who seconded 
the motion, said thet when considering the 
question why so many men did not go to church, 
they must ask themselves whether Christianity 
had lost ite hold upon the modern man, or 
whether the Church had lest its hold on him. 
Both were true, but the latter was much truer 
than the former; yet if Christianity might have 
lost ite gfip there was a good deal of it still, 
and perhaps the Church had done more than 
they thought, and it held more people than 
those who acknowledged allegiance to it. The 
amount of religious education which the 
children received in the day school was insigui- 
ficant, and he thought that what they found 
to-lay was due to lack of education in the past. 
The most commonly made charge against the 
Church was the charge of “ cant." e Church 
was charged with a lack of sympathy, and if 
the Church were to get hold of the bulk of the 
people it must in some way learn to suffer for 
them. It seemed to him that in the past the 
Church had neglected her men too much: it 
had heen doing too much ambulance work and 
neglecting those who ought to be drawn into 
sympathy with its work, If they could get the. 
stronger clements in their parishes into mm. 
pathy with the work of the Church they would, . 
perhaps, succeed better. Another great obstacle 
was class feeling.

á THE USE OF WORDS. 

i TO THE BDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 

Sirn,—I am surprised that, eo far, nohody has 
replied to the purists who have been attacking 
modern epeech. These people seem to forget 
that growth is as essential in language as any- 
thing else, and that without growth there is 
stagnation and death. Without going back to 
the fundamental argument that we epeak to be 
understood, it is easy to show that the purists 
are offenders almost to the same extent aa the 
reat of us. Do they ever use “ prevent” in its 
meaning of “go before"? Is the change of 
meaning of the word “ presently " from “at 
once " to ' not at once, but after a while” any 
less violent than the use of “‘ awfully’ as an 
indiscriminate intensifier of adjectives of every 
kind P It is impossible to resist change in 
language, and it is impossible to prevent the 
best and most expressive slang from being 
incorporated in the national speech. Could ail 
the purists in .the world kill Swift's word 
“yahoo ’? They could not. And they can- 
not find any better words to express the deli- 
cate shades of meaning of “ hecky-sharpness'’ 
and *‘ potedamnation.”’ 

It ia ridiculous to bring up the Authorised 
Version of the Bible in support of old English. 
That it is a great work of art accounts for the 
fact. that atheists and agnostics generally know 
it at least as well as the orthodox. But it is 
not euperior, aa far as literary style goes, to 
Swift or Macaulay or Shaw; and the reason 
it is so often quoted outside religious discus. 
sions is that the old language gives us a quaint, 
and sometimes facetious, way of putting things 
which would look very tame in our every-day 
language. Old English is a thing for delight 
for odd moments, but it is very unauited for 
ordinary use. : 

Anyone who reads ec'loquial American. litera. 
Yare will ese that we in the United Kingdom 
apeak remarkably good, English, but wil] also 
realise that we fall far short of our Western 
Allies in expressiveness--the prime function of 
language. We need, however,’ never fear that 
the purists will succeed in stopping the growth 
of the language, or prevent us from making 
what words we like and using them as wa

For first 
grade sugar,. including , gastor, and icing 
sugar, refiners’ pricés have gone up from 
64s. 9d. to 72s., and for seeond grade quality, 
which includes practically all white and yellow 
crystals, quotations have risen from 57s. 9d. to 
66s. In the third class grade, which includes 
sugars chiefly used for vonfectionery pirposes, 
the wholesale charge has advanced from SOs. 9d. 
to 638. 3d, 

From yesterday the household ration of 
Gozs. per head, which was the properlou 
allowed during the pasi two months, Was in- 
creased to Boze, per head, but there id no 
immediate likelihood that, with the present 
curtailed supplies, the allowance will be in- 
creased before Christmas to the 12-02%. ration 
which was in operation up to the end of August 
last. Just now the world supply of sugar is 
considerably below actual requirements, and it 
is felt that strict economy will have to be 
exorcised ia its distribution.
